John XXIII Monday named 
eight new cardinals and raised 
the strength of the Sacred Col- 
lege to 79, its greatest number 


in Roman Catholic Church his- | 


tory. ; 

The pontiff will invest all but 
one of the new princes of the 
church at a special consistory in 
the Vatican Dec. 14. 

The new cardinals included 
three Italians, two Americans, a 
Scotsman, a Spaniard and a 
German. Contrary to expecta- 
tions, no cardjnal was named for 
the Philippines. 

The new cardinals: 

Paolo Marella, Italian aposto- 
lie nuncio to France. 

Francesco Morano, secretary 
of the Supreme Tribunal, an 
Italian. 

Gustavo Testa, apostolic nun- 
clo to Switzerland, an Italian. 

William Theodore Heard, 
Edinburgh-born .dean of the 
Sacred Rota. 

Arcadio Larraona, Spanish se- 
cretary of the Congregation of 
the Religious. 

Agostino Bea, German-born 
former confessor of Pope Pius 
XIT. 

Albert Gregory Meyer, archbi- 
shop of Chicago and a native of 
Milwaukee, Wisc. 


Aloysius Muench, apostolic 
nuncio to Germany, also of 
Milwaukee. 


It was Pope John’s second 
nomination of cardinals and fol- 
lowed by almost exactly 11 
months his Dec. 17, 1958, ap- 
pointment of 23 princes. 

The new list raised the Ame 
rican representation in the col- 
lege from four to six cardinals, 
that of Spain to five, that of 
Germany to four and that of 
Britain to two. 

Italy’s complement moved up 
from 28 to 31. 

The 79member College of 


Cardinals, as now composed, in- 


cludes 31 Italians and 48 non- 
Italians. 

The new princes, with the ex- 
ception of Marella, will be in- 
vested by the pontiff in splendid 
ceremonies at the Vatican be- 
ginning Dec. 14th. 

Marella, as apostolic nuncio to 
France, will receive his red hat 
from President Charles de 
Gaulle since France has a spe- 
cial status as a Catholic country. 
, The present pontiff also re- 
ceived his cardinal’s hat from 
a French President, Vincent 
Auriol. Pope John was elevated 
t6 a cardinal while he was serv- 
ing as apostolic nuncio to 
France.

Cardinal Cigognani had been 
apostolic delegate to the United 
States until his elevation to the 
purple in the consistory of Dec. 
15, 1958. 

No explanation for Cardinal 
Tisserant’s resignation was an- 
nounced. Vatican circles said it 
probably was because of his 
health and the heavy pressure 
of his other church offices.

About 250 Koreans sympathe- 
tic to South Korea and opposed 
to the repatriation program 
blocked the entrance to the 
building where the celebration 


was held and tried to prevent 
anyone from entering, They 
were joined by a group of Japa- 
nese rightists who waged a free- 
for-all with the leftists. 

Some 500 policemen were 
sent to the scene to restore order 
and three of them were injured 
in the melee. None of the 12 
persons injured in the brawl 
was hurt seriously.

Sixty children in the Hakusui area of Minami Ward, Nagoya, 


which was hit severely bv 
the floods, are now being cared 
for at a temporary day nursery 
in the Hakusui' elementary 
school. It is run’ by Christian 
volunteer workers’ including 
members of work camps, uni- 
versity students and church 
members from Osaka. 

This day nursery was opened 
by the Church World Service 
on Oct. 5. Soon afterward female 
students from Seiwa Junior Col- 
lege in Nishinomiya, Kobe and 
Ryuji Junior College in Nagoya 
began coming here by boat. At 
that time the school was still 
inundated two meters above the 
floor. 

The chNdren who are now 
cared for by volunteer -wor- 
kers look cheerful, but when 
they were first brought here by 
boat from the neighboring area 


they were sickly and weak. Be- | 


cause of the food and milk sup- 
plied by the Church World 
Service they have regained 
their strength, 

A number of the children 
have lost one of their parents. 
Their houses are gone. In the 
evening the children are picked 
up either by their parents or 
by relatives to return to their 
temporary living quarters. Some 


families remain in skeletons of | 


houses and sleep on straw 
spread over the wet ground. 
Many still live in the school- 
roomis. 

Thanks to the service of the 
clinic operated at the school by 
the Yodogawa Hospital in Osaka, 
the sick children were given 
medical treatment and 
spread of epidemics was pre- 
vented. 


While the tots are looked 
after their parents work at the 
former site of their houses to 
salvage whatever they can. Due 
to the construction of tempora- 
ry banks the muddy water 
which covered the ruined hous 
es was drained on Oct. 19 and 
the entire area around Hakusui 
looks like a wide expanse of 
filthy ground 
broken pieces of wood, furni- 
ture and bedding. It is pathetic 
to see romen picking up 
mud-soaked “futon.” 


Although this day nursery 
must be closed Dec. 15 so that 
regular school sessions can be- 
gin again, the parents have ap- 
pealed to the volunteers to 
continue the work at least dur- 
ing the winter months, so that 
they can concentrate on build- 
ing makes lift living quarters. 


The volunteer workers also 
are of the opinion that the child- 
ren should not be returned to 
the damaged, unsanitary houses 
where they have no place to 
play. They need further help in 
order to continue this worthy 
work for the benefit of the 
flood victims and their children.

Soviet recently that De Gaulle’s 
recent proposals “may play an 
important role in the settle- 
ment of the Algerian question,” 
whereas Peiping | newspapers 
hold that De Gauile’s plan is a 
“sinister political conspiracy by 
the imperialists, sugar-coated 
poison and politica trap design- 
ed to seduce Algerian rebels 
into surrender.” 

In short, the “yellow” Com- 
munists take the stand that Nna- 
tional liberation cannot be 
obtained by compromise with 
the imperialists, while the 
“white” Communists think in- 
dependence can be won through 
negotiations. 

According to the experts, 
China's bitter experience with 
imperialist colonialism makes 
Kee communism. 

Meanwhile, De Gaulle seems 
to be aware of the antagonism 
between the two Communist 
positions.

NEW ORLEANS (AP)— 
The wreckage of a Natfonal 
Airlines plane with 42 per- 


sons aboard was spotted 
Monday in the Gulf of 
Mexico 108 miles’ east- 


southeast of New Orleans. 
There were no signs of any 
survivors. 

National's chief pilot, 
Capt. Charles H. Ruby, 
flew from Miami, Fla., and 
found the wreckage.

When is beer not beer? 

When it is “beeya,” instead 
of “beeru,” according to the 

laintiffs in a suit filed in 

kyo District Court. 

Kirin, Asahi, Nippon and 
Takara brewery firms last week 
brought suit against the Liner 
Beer Co. of Tokyo, whom they 
charge with “unfair competi- 
tion.” 

They charge further that 
Liner is “damaging the good re- 
putation” of Japanese beer by 
marketing “Liner Beeya,” a 
beverage which looks like—but 
isn't—the real stuff. 

Liner Beeya is brewed from 
rye and hops and sells for 20 per- 
cent less than the average bottle 
of beer. It looks and tastes ever 


brewerles acknowledge. 


But they contend that ityle 


finitely isn't beer as the biew 
is defined in the Liquar Tax 
Law. The breweries infer that 
“beeya” is liable mistakenly to 
be served to foreigners—who 
don't pronounce “beeru” very 
clearly, anyway. The resultant

Charging 40 to 50 per cent less 
than the hauling fees asked by 
licensed truckers, the. “white- 
plate” trucks have driven some 
trucking firms to bankruptcy, 
the spokesman said. 

Most of the more than 1,300 
unlicensed trucks reported to 
the ministry since last April 
have been found in the Tokyo, 
Yokohama, Nagoya and Osaka 
areas, he added. The spokes- 
man said there undoubtedly are 
many more unlicensed trucks 
in operation which have not

been reported. 


The spokesman attributed the 
increase in unlicensed trucks to 
a growing demand for transpor- 
tation and the lower price of 
second-hand vehicles.

A cocoon coat line, a long- 
torso suit jacket and a tunic 
dress belted low on the hips 
define the dominant silhouettes 
in the Maggy Rouff winter col- 
lection at Shirokiva Depart- 
ment Store.

Offered in sheer, black wool 
with a rounded neckline and a 
quiet side drape tucked into a 
self belt, this model is a gem 
of usefulness and at-¥10,000 no 
more expenhsive than a very 
modest “ready-made.” 

The cocktail dress shown by 
Kunikata was a youthful one of 
lavender lace over black organ- 
die and indicated the designer’s 
preference for the. inflated skirt, 
this one caught up at the hem- 
line in front (¥25,000).

Answers to questions sent in 
| by our readers: 

Mrs. H. L.: My dog has what 
our docto: diagnosed as cancer 
of the bone in his front leg. His 
advice (the veterinarian) is to 
amputate the leg at the shoul- 
der. I'm afraid that the dog will 
not be able to get well and 
thus we'll. have a disabled ani- 
mal on our hands. Also is this 
the only treatment for this con- 
dition? 

A: If your veterinarian’s rec- 
ommendation is to remove the 
leg I would advise following his 
advice. In all probablity the 
radius, ulnor or humerus is in- 
volved with the most common 
type of bone cancer, that is, 
osteogenic sarcoma. This is 
the mos. difficult type to clear 
by any other therapy than com- 
pleté amputation at the shoul- 


der, This tumor type is particul- 


lariy insidious because _— it 
spreads very quickly to other 
parts of the body, particularly 
the lungs. 


I presume that X-rays of the 
chest have been taken Iindicat- 
ing that the lung tissue is clear 
so that early amputation is 
advisable. 


As to the dog’s ability to 
locomote after surgery, it is no 
problem at all. It is amazing 
how well dogs can get along 
with only three limbs. As evi- 
dence of that, witness the poor 
stray mongrel you see so often 
in the streets with an injured 
foot. They can run almost as 
well and certainiy learn to 
adapt quickly so as to be un- 
aware of the weaker side. 


The cosmetic appearance usu- 
ally is no problem, particularly 
in a long haired dog where a 
person who is not aware of the 
surgery has to look twice to 
see that a limb is missing. 


Mrs. A. R.: What would you 
suggest as suitable litter for 
pups which are to be born in 
the near future? 


A: Instinctively I would reply 
that which is most readily avail- 
able in quantity, can be dispos- 
ed quickly in a satisfactory man- 
ner, and that which can keep 
the area clean with a minimum 
of effort.

How- 
ever some pups are allergic to 
printers ink; others get abscess 
from straw and commercial lit- 
ter is not readily available in 
Japan.

Scientists on both sides of the 
question say that there is no 
such thing as uniformly distinc- 
tive Negro, white or Asian 
blood, but that various proper- 
ties do occur more frequently 
in some racial groups than 
others. 

In other words, blood is much 
like a person's fingerprints. No 
two people—uniess they are 
identical twins—have blood ex- 
actly alike. 

Yet tendencies for certain 
characteristics show up in ra- 
cial groups. 

For instance, such clinically 
designated properties as the 
rare, so-called “Kell” and “Duf- 
fy” faetors show up more often 
in whites than Negroes, while 
the “kid” factor shows up more 
often.in Negroes than whites.

Unless complications are in- 
dicated, blood generally is 
matched only according to the

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NATO Conference 


The conference of parliamentarians from North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization countries in Washington this week 
draws attention to the fact that this defensive organization 
is not merely a military pact but has other important 
aspects which may be summed up as a desire to promote 
the general welfare of all the member nations. 

This objective was envisaged from NATO's very 
beginning. The primordial idea was a security league of 
the free nations, in extension of the Brussels Treaty, that 


would provide a wider system of collective security. 


In 


the early summer of 1948, the United States Senate rec- 
ommended the association of the United States with such 
regional and collective arrangements as were “based on 
continuous self-help and mutual aid, and as affect its na- 


tional security.” In April 


of the following year the 


foreign ministers of Belgium, Canada, Denmark, France, 


Iceland, Italy, Luxemburg, 


the Netherlands, Norway, 


Portugal, the United Kingdom and the United States signed 


the pact. 


The preamble to the pact clearly defined the contract- 


ing powers’ intentions. 


It reaffirmed their faith in the 


purposes and principles of the United Nations Charter 
and their desire to live in peace with all peoples and 


all governments. 


The signatories expressed their deter- 


mination to safeguard the freedom, common heritage and 


civilization of their peoples, 


“founded on the principles 


of democracy, individual liberty, and the rule of law.” 
They sought, they said, to promote stability and well-being 


in the North Atlantic area. 


We see therefore that NATO, although a strictly 
defensive organization, from the first stood for principles 
habitually flouted by the fommunists, and hence it in- 
curred the bitter opposition of Soviet Russia and the Red 
satellites and their consequent unflagging, although un- 
successful, efforts to destroy it. ; 

NATO gradually increased in scope and importance. 
Greece and Turkey were admitted as parties to the treaty 
in 1951, and the German Federal Republic joined three 


Years later, 


The two developments which have recently occupied 


the minds of leading NATO 


circles are Soviet Russia's 


exploits in space and the Communist economic offensive. 
The present conference in Washington is expected to 
emphasize the need for greater cooperation between NATO 
nations in promoting economic growth of underdeveloped 
countries and launching experimental probes into outer 


space, 


It will also consider the effects of Europe’s six- 


nation “Common Market” and the so-called “Outer Seven,” 
led by Britain, upon the state of feeling within the 


organization. 


There is a whole list of prominent speakers 


scheduled for the conference, and it is pretty certain that 
some important views will be expressed, although this 


conference cannot, of course, 


take any positive decisions. 


If the conference can secure a more general community 
of feeling on a number of important topics among the 


free nations it will have achieved real usefulness. 


At 


present, differences of opinion chiefly revolve around 
economic issues and such disagreements as exist on the 
law of the sea relating to territorial waters and fishing 


rights. 


It seems a pity that a greater unanimity of opinion 
on such matters cannot be achieved by the free nations 
who would then be in a far better position to counter 
the activities of the Communist bloc which follows Mos- 
cow’s lead in demanding far-reaching changes from the 


established order of things. 


There is also a call for a “Free World space effort,” 
prompted by the recent achievements of Soviet Russia 
and the conviction that the free nations should not consent 
to remain behind in this sphere. NATO has always tried 
to foster scientific progress among its members as part 
of its economic improvement aspect, and now it is pre- 
paring to emphasize Space Age developments—no doubt 
from both the military viewpoint and that of the general 


welfare, ‘

Newspapers and Pact Revision 
Survey Shows Majority Voice Doubt but None Openly Opposed 


; 

Practically all the newspapers 
in Japan have voiced doubts 
about the contents of the soon- 
to-be-revised Japan-U.S. Security 
Treaty, but the strange thing is 
that none has openly opposed 
its amendment 

This was revealed in a news- 
paper editorial survey con- 
ducted recently by the Japan 
Newspaper Publishers and Edi- 
tors Association. 

The nation’s newspapers 
pointed out long ago that the 
pact revision issue was the big- 
gest political problem this year 
and is significant enough to 
way the future course of this 
country. 

Since the Japan-U.S. negotia-. 
tions on the revision of the 
treaty were resumed last April 
up to the end of October, there 
have been a total of more than 
200 editorials according to the 
survey, which took up the prob- 
lem in the columns of leading 
dailies. 

During the early months, edi- 
torials in the major papers 
lacked force in their arguments, 
but from around July, bigger 
space began to be alloted to the 
issue, 

In the month of October 
when the draft c* the new re- 
vised treaty took somewhat con- 
crete shape, more than 60 edi- 
torials commented on the prob- 
lem. But the first impression 
obtained from these editorials 
was that there were no papers 
which clearly indicated their op- 
position to the contemplated re- 
vision of the pact. 

Wishes Expressed 

Although Hokkaido Shimbun 
was critical of the revision and 
advocated a “start from scratch 
policy,” it apparently was not 
completely against the revision. 

On the other hand, there was 
only a handful of papers which 
expressed all-out approval and 
support of the revision. Some 
of the leading-proponents of the 
revision were the Mainichi, San- 
kel, Chubu Nippon, Sanyo and 
Nagasaki Shimbun, 

Yomiuri said that the re- 
vised treaty would be “one step 
forward” compared with the ex- 
isting one and that the amend- 
ment was reasonable. 

Newspapers like the Asahi, 
Hokkai Times (Hokkaido), Ni- 
shi Nippon (Fukuoka) and the 
Kumamoto Nichinichi seemed 
to support the revision on cer- 
tain conditions. 

Mainichi, Asahi and Yomiuri 
are the three biggest journa.s 
in the country with a nation- 
wide circulation. 

None opposed the revision of 
the treaty itself but as to the 
contents of the new treaty a 
number of “wishes” ‘were ex- 
pressed, 

The Asahi Shimbun said that 
under the new treaty Japan ex- 
pects to safeguard its own se- 
curity, while the United States 
intends to protect the peace of 
the Far East besides the safety 
of this country. 

Dangerous Difference 

This, the paper pointed out, 
Was a “dangerous” difference. 
The paper opined the two coun- 
tries should have a unified ob- 
jective in the new treaty. 

Sankei Shimbun which ex- 
pressed total support of the new 
pact recalled it was a solid fact 
that Japan’s security had been 
maintained under the Japan-U.S: 
joint defense setup. 

The joint defense system, it 
stressed, had never posed -a 
threat to the peace of a coun- 
try or that of the world at large. 

The Hokkai Times also fa- 
vored the new treaty, saying 
that it was drafted on the basis 
of a principle common to Japan 
and the United States, that is, 


- combat Communist aggres- 
sion. 
The Hokkaido Shimbun, 


which is most critical of the 
latest revision, argued that the 
biggest of inconsistencies in 
the new treaty was “Japan’s 
submission” to the United 
States, unseen in the annals of 
the world. 

The United States is changing 
entire Japan into its base, the 
paper contended. 

The Tochigi Shimbun express- 
ed the opinion the collective 
security system involving 
Japan and the United States 
meant deployment of Japan's 
self-defense forces overseas.

Summit Conference

solely with the ‘West, since So- 
viet Russia has declared it is 
willing to attend a meeting any 
time.

Real Estate Registration

Japanese Militarism 


To the Editor: 

I was quité disturbed to read 
the articie in Nov. 9 (Nov. 8 
in some editions) Japan Times 
“Japan May Fight Pacific War 
Again, Says Ex-USAF Colonel”. 
I do not know where Col. 
LeCraw gets his information 
when he says, “Japanese mil- 
itarism will rise again and the 
U.S. may have to fight the 
Pacific War all over again.” 
Perhaps Col. LeCraw has some 
source of information which {is 
unknown to those of us who 
live and work in Japan. But 
I should like to say that I be- 
lieve that this statement, as 
well as various others in this 
article, does not represent the 
feeling of the American people 
as a whole, and especially 
those of us who are working 
in the Christian church of 
Japan. 

If Col. LeCraw actually said 
what he is reported to have 
said, he is very illogical: “If 
we lost Japan to the Commu- 
nists, which it looks like we 
are doing, our Pacific defense 
would be drawn back to 
Hawaii...” The movement 
‘toward revived militarism and 
the movement in the direction 
toward communism are at op- 
posite poles. . 

But the statements having to 
do with the Christian move- 
ment in Japan disturb me most. 
There may be partial truth in- 
volved in some of the state- 
ments, but there is grave error 
in a number of them. The 


statement referring to much of 
Japanese Christianity as “a 
surface gesture” and the size- 
able number of “rice Chris- 
tians” who are . professing 
Christianity to get the rewards 
of our (U.S.) schools, colleges, 


scholarships, and such things 
are particularly distasteful to 
me 


I do not believe this, and I 
do not believe that Col. Le- 
Craw is qualified to say such 
things. There are weaknesses 
within the church of Japan, 
just as there are in the church 
of the U.S. But, I salute the 
church of Japan and its host 
of faithful Christians who are 
loyal to Jesus Christ. I con- 
sider it a privilege to work 
among them. 

There is a disturbing tend- 
ency in many of the statements 
attributed to Col. LeCraw to 
sit in judgment of the Chris- 
tian movement in Japan and 
to make sweeping statements 
concerning matters of which 
he has at best, a secondhand 
knowledge. I know Col. 
LeCraw personally, and I re- 
spect him as a Christian broth- 
er and member of the same 
communion as I. But I be- 
lieve that he errs sadly in 
these matters. I am sorry that 
he has spoken publicly on is- 
sues on which I feel he is 
gravely misinformed.

Ando has noted 
several of the usual type of 
errors to be found in these 
books—misreading of ideo- 
graphs as Shogen for Masamoto 
(p.3) and some score of others. 
This is the sort of thing that 
makes it necessary for books 
on the Far East to include the 
ideographs for names, either in 
parentheses, footnotes or ap- 
pendices. Footnotes work 
best, they do not distract the 
nonspecialized reader and the 
nodding don can catch them 


on the downswing. Smith un- 
fortunately omits the _ ideo- 
graphs. 


As one who has lived in the 
Japanese agrarian society, this 
book makes much of what I 
experienced more understand- 
able, which I cannot say for 
the other ethnographic. cata- 
logues recently published in 
quantity, if mot very great di- 
versity. It should certainly be 
required reading for anyone 
attempting to follow the great 
revolution of our time, the 
changeover from agrarianism 
to some sort of adapted West- 
ern-industrialism, that is tor- 
menting the underdeveloped 
areas of the world and the tax 
budgets of the overdeveloped 
states.

Aggression in Laos 


NEW YORK (AP)—The New 
York Times said Wednesday 
that Dag Hammarskjold’s trip 
to Laos continued “a bold per- 
sonal initiative which started 
when he submitted the Laotian 
problem to the Security Council 
over Soviet protests, and which 
goes rather beyond the ‘quiet 
diplomacy’ he has previously 
pursued.” 


“The Soviet protests,” the 
Times continued, “are, of course, 
in keeping with persistent So- 
viet efforts to prevent any out- 
side interference with Com- 
munist aggression. . 

“To support their protests 
‘the-Seviets cite the report of the 
United Nations fact-finding com- 
mittee sent to Laos over their 
attempted veto. This commit- 
tee could not find clear legal 
proof of any invasion of Laos 
by regular North Vietnamese 
troops. But i. did find evidence 
of Communist. guerrilla war- 
fare coordinated from a common 
center and backed by arms 
supplies and other help from 
North Vietnam. Under draft 
resolutions submitted tc the 
United Nations by the Soviets 
themselv.s, such assistance to 
armed bands constitutes armed 
aggression, of which the Com- 
munists stand convicted by their 
own words. Hammarskjold is 
merely carrying out the duties 
of his office by looking into this 
situation.”

The record of both gov- 
ernment and public opinion in 
America on this score is clear 
and unequivocal, and the Presi- 


dent’s forthcoming visit to 
India emphasizes that plain 
fact.” 


De Gaulle Appraised 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Washington Post said “There is 
a sweep of magnificence” to 
French President De Gaulle’'s 
press conference remarks “that 
even his critics will find hard 
to derogate.”
